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This is propaganda—the kind of propaganda 
civic groups like to talk about. 
There will be enough eligible voters in the 


Municipal Bowl] at kick-off time tonight to pro-. 


vide Santa Ana with an entirely new junior 
college plant. We say this in view of the fact 
that in 19388 a total of 4003 voters were in favor 
of the college bond issue, only to lose by 269 
votes. 

Our needs affect every person in Santa Ana, 
whether they are merchants, parents, em- 
ployers, or employees. 

For years civic bodies have attempted to 
pring increased payrolls into the city. Various 
airport projects were abandoned; several large 
manufacturing companies which could have 
brought funds to Santa Ana, located elsewhere. 
Yet all the time we overlook a new jaysee plant 
that would put more than $400,000 in local 
trade channels each year! 

Enrollment at jaysee reached 1100 this week. 


Is Santa Ana Interested In Securing a $400,000 Yearly Payroll? 


A survey among many of the 985 Santa Ana 
and Orange county students who attend the 
college sets the average cost of living for a 
student at a rock bottom minimum of $15 a 
month, while 115 out-of-state students who re- 
side here spend an estimated $30 monthly. 
These individual expenditures include the cost 
of books, clothes, food, entertainment, and auto- 
mobile transportation—and the money all goes 
directly to business. 

Multiply these figures on a nine-month basis 
and the $15 and $30 expense money per stu- 
dent becomes $164,000. Then add another 
$50,000 spent by the faculty. That is more than 
local organizations had hoped to secure in pay- 
rolls from several of the proposed concerns 
that were to be established here in years gone 
by. They didn’t get those firms—but they do 
get the $214,000 from junior college students! 

We are optimistic enough to think that a 
new plant similar to the one recently construct-

ed by Chaffey, our conference opponents to- 
night, would attract many new students and 
double the enrollment within several years.That 
would mean twice $214,000—or $428,000—and 
it would be spent right here each and every 
year. 

In view of these figures, based on minimum 
expenditures, isn’t there ONE civic minded 
group in Santa Ana that is willing to start the 
campaign for a new junior college plant? 

We believe that the junior college is getting 
to: be a real business—BIG BUSINESS for the 
city if you_please—and we feel that $428,000 
a year is worth seeking. Moreover, we feel that 
it behooves service clubs to help us go after 
that business. 

What do you think?
